'Expanding  Gospel',  Topic 
Of  Kibley's  Faculty  Lecture 


Dr.  Hugh  W.  Nibley,  professor  of  history 
and  religion  at  BYU,  delivered  the  second 
annual  Faculty  Lecture  to  an  overflow  crowd 
, in  the  Smith  Family  Living  Center  Wednes- 
day. 

Dr.  Nibley  discussed  “The  Expanding 
Gospel,”  relating  the  effect  of  recent  dis- 
coveries of  ancient  religious  documents  on 
Christianity  and  Judaism  and  their  chang- 
ing image. 

“THE  EXPANDING  gospel  is  not  con- 
tradiction in  tei-ms,”  began  Nibley.  “It  is 
conceded  that  the  proper  business  of  the- 
ology and  philosophy  is  to  expand  our  know- 
ledge of  the  Gospel,  while  leaving  the  scrip- 
tures, the  sacred  deposit  and  source  of  that 
knowiedge  untouched  by  the  addition  or  sub- 
traction of  so  much  as  a syllable,”  he  con- 
tinued. 

“Thus  man  by  intellectual  application 
may  add  to  the  Gospel,  but  God  may  not. 
But  where  has  God  imposed  any  limits  on 
his  own  prerogative  of  defining  his  word  to 
man?  Scriptural  warnings  against  adding  or 
subtj-acting  from  the  Gospel  are  addressed 
specifically  to  man,”  Dr.  Nibley  added.  “Thus 
man  is  restricted,  but  God  is  not,”  he  con- 
cluded. 

THE  RECENT  DISCOVERY  of  ancient 


records  (older  than  anything  found  before) 
acclaiming  apostollic  or  otherwise  inspired 
authorship  present  a problem  to  modern 
theologists  because  they  contain  many  pas- 
sages of  the  Bible  which  differ  from  those 
contained  in  our  canon.  “Which  is  to  be  given 
priority?”  queried  Nibley.  “This  is  the  great 
question  that  faces  equally  the  Christian  and 
the  Jew.  They  have  got  to  expand  their  Bib- 
le,” Nibley  answered. 

In  discussing  the  contents  of  the  recent- 
ly found  works.  Dr.  ^Nibley  explained  that  if 
they  contained  no  new  information  there 
would  be  no  controversy  in  accepting  them, 
but  they  contain  much  more  than  is  ac- 
cepted or  known  today  by  theologists. 

“THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  subjects  of 
the  ancient  works  are  the  formation  of  a 
council  in  heaven  to  discuss  the  plan  of  this 
world  and  the  opposition  to  that  plan,  Nib- 
ley continued.  The  text  from  all  over  the 
Near-  East  reiterate  the  idea  of  a council  and 
a plan. 

“What  we  have  in  these  records  then,  is 
not  a contradiction  but  a verification  of  the 
Gospel  plan  and  its  antiquity.  This  is  the 
thing  that  will  come  first  if  the  Gospel  is 
to  be  expanded,  which  it  must,”  concluded 
Dr.  Nibley.

All  of  the  truly  great  universi- 
ties of  America  have  traditions. 
As  one  reflects  upon  the  great 
schools,  the  Harvards  and  the 
Yales,  one  might  think  of  the 
hallowed  halls  of  ivy.  There  are 
the  traditional  football  contests 
between  the  Army  and  the  Navy 
academies.  And  in  the  Midwest 
' there  is  the  great  contest  each 
year  betwene  Indiana  and  Purdue 
for  the  old  oaken  bucket.  There 
are  social  traditions,  athletic 
traditions  and  traditions  of  edu- 
cation. Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity is  a great  University  with  an 
outstanding  tradition  also.  The 
oldest  and  I believe  the  greatest 
tradition  of  this  University  is  one 
of  honor. 

Sixteen  years  ago  the  students 
at  Brigham  Young  University 
established  a student  honor  sy- 
stem which  relates  to  all  aspects 
of  a student’s  activity  while  at 
the  University,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  system  will  influence 
the  student  throughout  his  life. 
The  statement  of  the  honor  sy- 
stem, known  by  the  students  as 
the  Honor  CchIc,  reads  as  follows: 
The  Student  Honor  Code 

Honor  is  not  something  that  a 
person  puts  on  or  off  as  a con- 
venience. It  is  not  something  that 
applies  just  to  a classroom.  It  is 
something  that  should  be  an  inte- 
gral part  of  every  i)erson's  life. 
It  applies  to  all  of  your  actions, 
values,  and  attitudes. 

The  specific  statements  of  the 
Code  which  apply  on  or  off  cam- 
pus are: 

A.  ACADEMIC: 

Refraining  from  giving  or  re- 
ceiving aid  in  examinations  or  in 
the  preparation  of  individual  work 
done  in  or  out  of  the  classroom, 
unless  the  instructor  has  specifi- 
ed that  giving  or  receiving  aid  in 
such  work  is  permissible. 

B.  NON  ACADEMIC: 

1.  Abstinence  from  the  use  of 
tobacco  and  alcoholic  beverages... 

2.  Respect  for  the  property  of 
others. 

3.  Individual  integrity  in  all 
aspects  of  life. 

C.  ASSISTING  FEEEOW  STU- 
DENTS TO  LIVE  THE  CODE: 

We  have  a moral  resi>onsibility 
to  help  others  to  understanji  the 
Honor  Code  and  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  honor. 

, The  honor  code  applies  to  all 


students,  both  meml)ers  and  non 
members  of  the  L.D.S.  church, 
and  extends  to  a student’s  life 
both  o!i  and  off  campus. 

One  part  of  the  total  honor 
sytem  is  the  ASBYU  Honor 
Council,  composed  of  approxi- 
mately forty  students,  with  a stu- 
dent chairman,  vice-chairman  of 
education,  and  vice-chairman  of 
counseling.  The  studentbody  has 
established  this  Council,  compos- 
ed entirely  of  students,  to  help 
maintain  an  atmosphere  of  hon- 
esty at  the  University. 

The  Council  falls  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  studentbody 
president  and  acts  as  a voice  for 
the  students  of  this  university. 
Hence,  it  behooves  each  student 
to  be  actively  engaged  in  promot- 
ing honor  if  the  system  is  to  be 
effective.  The  ASBYU  Honor 
Council,  representing  the  students 
of  Brigham  Young  University, 
meets  with  violators  of  the  Code 
in  an  attempt  to  keep  the  stand- 
ards of  this  school  on  the  same 
level  as  the  standards  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  CJirist  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

WHEN  A REFERRAL  IS 
MADE  to  the  Council,  the  violat- 
or is  notified  that  a matter  of  im- 
portance has  come  to  the  atten- 
tion of  tile  university  and  an  ap- 
pointment is  requested.  The  viola- 
tor then  meets  with  a student 
councilor  who  attempts  to  im- 
press upon  the  student  the  im- 
portance of  honesty  and  integrity 
in  his  or  her  life.  If  a student  does 
not  want  to  maintain  church  and 
school  standards,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  he  leave  school  and 
attend  where  he  will  be  more 
comfortable. 

YOUR  PERSONAL  RESPONSI- 
BILITY 

When  students  enroll  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  they  in 
affect  enter  into  an  agreement 
to: 

1.  Live  according  to  the  stand- 
ards of  conduct  of  the  Church, 
both  on  and  off  campus,  while 
a student  representing  the  Uni- 
versity; 

2.  be  honest  in  academic  work. 
This  means  that  students  do  not 
give  or  receive  aid  during  an 
examination,  do  not  use  unauthor- 
ized material,  or  turn  in  material 
which  is  not  theirs; 

3.  refrain  from  smoking  or 
drinking,  either  on  or  off  campus, 
while  a student; 


4.  respect  the  property  rights 
of  others.  Acts  of  dishonesty, 
such  as  stealing  and  moral  mis- 
conduct, are  violations  of  the 
Code; 

5.  report  any  violations  or  in- 
fractions of  University  standards 
to  the  proper  authority.  Infrac- 
tions should  be  reported  to  the 
instructor  in  cases  of  classroom 
cheating  who  in-turn  will  report 
the  student  to  the  ASBYU  Honor 
Council.  Out  of  classroom  mis- 
conduct should  be  reported  direc- 
tly to  the  Council. 

I believe  that  if  the  student- 
faculty  honor  system  were  100 
per  cent  effective,  there  would  be 
no  need  for  a Council.  However, 
such  is  not  the  case  But  if  the 
system  were  this  effective,  all 
students  would  actively  attempt 
to  help  violators.  When  a viola- 
tion were  obseiwed,  the  observing 
student  would  exercise  a basic 
LDS  principle,  that  of  helping 
one’s  brother,  and  both  students 
would  benefit. 


YOU  CAN  HELP 

A few  students  who  refuse  to 
live  the  standards  create  pro- 
blems for  the  majority.  If  you 
are  aware  of  a violation  you 
should  take  positive  action  in  one 
of  the  following  ways: 

1.  Personally  talk  to  the  vio- 
lator about  the  matter; 

2.  if  academic,  refer  the  incid- 
ent to  the  instructor; 

3.  refer  the  student  to  your 
ASBYU  Honor  Council. 

The  ASBYU  Honor  Council  con- 
scienciously  attempts  to  provide 
a meaningful,  productive  experi- 
ence for  the  students  with  which 
they  meet.  The  Council . works 
closely  with  a member  of  the  pro- 
fessional counseling  service  on 
campus  who  gives  valuable  aid 
and  advice. 

ALSO,  A MEMBER  of  the  Soc- 
iology Department  is  presently 
acting  as  an  advisor  and  the 
Council  is  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  utilize  the  services  of  the  pre- 
sent Coordinator  of  Student  Act- 
ivities. The  office  is  open  daily 
and  students  are  encouraged  to 
come  in  and  talk  with  members 
of  the  present  Council  if  ques- 
tions arise  in  connection  with  the 
present  Code.  Let  us  together, 
make  this  University  one  where 
no  man  can  say  that  the  students 
therein  do  not  make  honor  their 
standard. 


Is  it  very  common  to  find  men 
wiio  actually  make  their  living 
from  “taking”  others  in  the 
billiards  si)ort?

Eisenhower  suffered  a heart  at- 
tack during  his  first  term,  in- 
formal agreements  between  the 
president  and  vice  president  have 
provided  for  some  form  of  take- 
over in  case  of  disability,  but  there 
has  been  increasing  clamor  for 
clarifying  the  whole  issue  with 
a Constitutional  Amendment.

Civil  Righters 
On  The  March; 
Protest  Again 

MONTGOMERY,  ALA.,  (AP)— 
Nearly  1,500  civil  rights  demon- 
strators led  by  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  marched  Wednesday  to 
protest  the  club-swinging  rout  of 
demonstrators  Tuesday  by  mount- 
ed deputies, 

SEVERAL  HUNDRED  college 
students  from  Northern  cities  and 
about  30  White  Clergymen  joined 
the  ranks  of  marchers.  They 
moved  slowly  and  silently,  eight 
abreast. 

The  procession  went  past  the 
frame  house  where  King  lived 
when  he  started  his  civil  rights 
crusade  10  years  ago  in  Alabama’s 
capital. 

The  march  came  shortly  before 
a similar  demonstration  sched- 
uled in  Selma  under  orders  of  a 
Federal  Judge. 

NEGRO  LEADERS  STILL 
awaited  the  decision  of  a Federal 
Judge  on  their  plea  for  the  right 
to  stage  a 50-mile  march  from 
Selma  to  Montgomery. 

City  officials  issued  a parade 
permit  for  the  march  and  called 
in  about  150  state  troopers  to 
help  keep  order, 

A bright,  new  American  flag 
and  a United  Nations  flag  were 
carried  by  marchei;s.  The  U.N. 
flag  was  brought  to  the  scene 
by  Oliver  Henderson,  a Psychi- 
atrist from  Palo  Alto,  Calif.  He 
joined  the  march.

MRS.  STAGG  died  last  July, 
22  at  the  age  of  88.  Stagg  was  not 
told  of  her  death. 

“They  were  together  75  years,’ 
His  son  said.  “I  think  her  death 
took  away  some  of  his  incentive 
to  live.’’ 


IN  CONTRAST  with  the  cele- 
bration of  his  100th  birthday — 
an  (Occasion  for  an  outpouring  of 
sports  figures  and  admirers  from 
all  over  the  nation — at  a huge 
civic  dinner — his  last  birthday,  the 
102nd,  was  observed  quietly.
